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THE TEXAS LIBRARY SURVEY

For the past several years, the Texas Library Association has recog- 
nized the fact that before any realistic, long-range plan for the continuous 
improvement and development of libraries and library service in the State 
could be drawn up, it would need to have more complete, up-to-date, and 
reliable information about existing conditions upon’*.hich to base the plan. 
The Library Development Committee of the T.L.A., since its establish- 
ment in September 1951, has been charged with the responsibility of find- 
ing ways and means for the betterment of libraries in Texas; and, from 
the beginning, one of the chief concerns of this committee has been with 
having made a state-wide survey of libraries that would serve as the basis 
for formulating a library development program. 


The committee considered several proposals for a survey, but for one 
reason or another, these did not prove feasible and had to be abandoned. 
Late last spring, however, the committee's hopes were renewed when the 
suggestion was received that the Texas Research League might be inter- 
ested in undertaking the survey project. Since the league's program is 
limited to studies requested by official government agencies, the request 
for a survey could not come directly from the Texas Library Association, 
and so the assistance of the Texas Library and Historical Commission was 
sought. Fortunately, the commission was interested in the proposal and 
through its chairman, Mr. John P. Morgan, it presented a formal request 
to the league for the study. In late October of this year, the league an- 
nounced that it would undertake a study of ''tax-supported" library service 
in Texas. At this writing, plans for the study are not far enough along 
for us to know precisely what limitations are implied by "tax-supported" 
library service, but it is hoped that interpretation of the 9:1 3:2 will» 2 liber- 
al enough to include most, if not all, of the types of libraries and library 
services in the State. 


Last April, at the T. L.A. meeting in Mineral Wells - prior to the date 
the Research League was requested to undertake the state-wide study - 
the Texas Council on Library Education (which is composed of faculty mem- 
bers of library schools and departments of library science over the State, 
and of others interested in library education) by unanimous vote endorsed 
a proposal for a study of library personnel and training agencies in Texas. 
In anticipation of this action, the director of the Graduate School of Library 
Science at The University of Texas, had petitioned the University Research 
Institute for a grant to make such a study. In June, notice was received

from the institute that Dr. Esther L. Stallmann had been granted a re- 
search leave, with salary, for one semester to undertake the study, and in 
July the leave was officially approved by the Board of Regents. On Septem- 
ber 25, the Executive Board of the Texas Library Association, meeting in 
Austin, voted the sum of $2500 to helpdefray expenses for materials, travel, 
clerical assistance, etc., needed in making the study. 


The study of library personneland training agencies, to be made under 
the direction of the Graduate School of Library Science, will now be inte- 
grated with the state-wide study to be conducted by the Texas Research 
League. Plans for the studies will be carefully coordinated and the two 
survey teams will work very closely together. More complete informa- 
tion about the larger project will not be available until such time as the 
over-all plans have been drawn up. At this time, however, some addi- 
tional information about the personnel unit of the survey can be given. 


The ultimate aim of the personnel and library training agencies study 
is to improve libraries and library services for Texas citizens. It will 
be concerned with the most important single element in library service -- 
with librarians themselves. The study will begin by gathering facts from 
each librarian in Texas - facts about himself, his working conditions, his 
needs and his job. When these facts have beenassembled they will be thrown 
together - "in the hopper", so to speak - and in this process, the identity 
of each individual librarian will be lost. The facts will be related to each 
other and interpreted, after which, it is hoped, they will serve as a basis 
for rational planning for (1) recruitment to the profession; (2) library edu- 
cation more closely attuned to the needs of the State; (3) clinics, confer- 
ences, institutes, meetings, workshops, publications, etc., that can be 
expected to provide the helpand guidance that librarians would like to have; 
and (4) a definite, reasonable and adaptable program for improving the 
status of Texas librarians. 


It is expected that collection of data for the personnel study will be 
begun as soon as possible after January 1. In preparation for the collection 
of data, the first step will be to compile a complete roster of librarians in 
Texas and it is in connection with this that district organizations can play 
avery important part. Individuals and small committees will be needed 
in each district to work closely with the surveyors. Requests for the ap- 
pointment of these "field workers" have already gone out to district chair- 
men and at each of the district meetings, T.L.A. officers have been on 
hand to furnish information about the survey, to answer questions, etc. 


At long last, then, a definite and concrete project directed toward the 
improvement of Texas libraries is now about toget underway. The Library 
Development Committee and the surveyors are entirely aware of the fact 
that no survey - no matter how complete and excellent it may be - canin 


























itself possibly bring about the needed improvement and development in 
Texas libraries, or libraries anywhere, for that matter. The committee 
understands equally well, however, that with the information a well-planned 
and well-conducted survey can provide and with the backing of all libra- 
rians in the State, it will be possible to formulate a sensible and far-sight- 
ed plan of action to improve conditions. No librarian can possibly lose; 
every librarian stands only to gain, either directly or indirectly. The full 
and enthusiastic support and the active cooperation of every library organ- 
ization and of every individual librarian, therefore, is very earnestly and 
very confidently sought in a most significant and worthwhile undertaking. 
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GENERAL FEDERATION OF WOMEN'S 
CLUBS BACKS PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


"Know and Grow'' has been adopted as the theme of the two-year pro- 
gram of library participation and development of the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs. The Libraries Division of the five and one-half million 
member group suggests that local clubs and libraries cooperate in activi- 
ties and functions for their mutual betterment. 


The nation-wide program is divided into three phases: (1) Know and 
grow through personaland club use of libraries; (2) Know your library and 
help it grow; and (3) Know how to get a good library if you have none. 


The American Library Association has heartily endorsed the project 
and suggests a variety of activities, including exhibits which show how the 
library helps club women prepare for their study programs; demonstra- 
tions of how the library acts as a clearinghouse for information on com- 
munity events; display of resources directly related to various club pro- 
grams; and many others. 
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Beginning in the fall, 1954, The University of Texas Graduate School 
of Library Science added a course in Special Libraries which emphasizes 
scientific and technical libraries. The following subject field courses are 
offered in addition to those listed in the previous report: Humanities and 
Social Sciences; Science and Technology. 








THE ROLE OF THE STATE LIBRARY 


This statement of the role of the state library was 
prepared by delegates to the National Association 
of State Libraries at Minneapolis, June 18-19, 1954. 


GENERAL The state library is the focal point of the state- 
STATEMENT wide system of library service. It has the dual 

function (1) to serve allbranches, agencies, com- 
missions, departments and officers of its government and (2) to serve the 
state as a whole. Its functions further include the duties of promoting li- 
brary development in the state, improvement of library standards, and 
fostering a climate of acceptance and understanding of libraries and the 
value of library service. 


The most effective state library is one that encompasses all library 
services of the state government, so integrated as to function with economy 
and efficiency. 


It can best perform its functions as a separate agency of government. 


It should have a governing board composed of public and ex-officio 
members. This bodyis vested with the duty of employing the best librarian 
available to administer and direct the agency and it should, acting always 
with the librarian, formulate broad general policies for the library. 


The generally recognized components of an integrated state library 
agency are general services, archives, extension, law, legislative refer- 
ence, public documents, history and special services such as services to 
the blind. The scope of duties and inter-relationships to eachother and to 
the entire span of library services are stated below. 


GENERAL STATE In order to fulfill the state library's service 
LIBRARY SERVICES functions herein outlined the organization and 

structure of the library itself must be such as to 
provide complete collections in most fields of knowledge, an efficient sys - 
tem of technical processing plus competent professional and clerical per- 
sonnel in sufficient numbers, 


Recognizing that no library however large can contain all materials 
that might ever be needed by library users, an efficient and reliable bib- 
liographic service and inter-library loan system is essential. The state 
library is the hub of the inter-library loan system. Notonly the materials 
in its own collections are available butalso those of other libraries through 
a union catalog, Other uses to which a union catalog may be put are the 
development of selective acquisition and last copy - discard programs, 

















The collection, compilation and publication of significant statistics 
from all the libraries in the state is one of the important tasks of the state 
library. This work should be integrated with the collection of library sta- 
tistics on a national scale. 


Along with the publication of library statistical data the state library 
assumes responsibility for the dissemination of information regarding new 
regulations and legislative acts affecting libraries. The publication pro- 
grams of the state library and state library association should be coordi- 
nated. This is one of the many cooperative enterprises that might be 
shared between the state library and state library association. 


The state library serves as the principal connecting link between the 
state and national organizations such as the American Library Associa- 
tion, the Council of State Governments, the Library of Congress, the U. 
S. Office of Education and similar bodies. 


ARCHIVES A complete state library includes the archives 
SERVICES and archival program of astate government. The 

disposition of state records should be shared with 
other appropriate state authorities but the administration and preservation 
of archives is a proper function of the state library. The library should 
assist state agencies in establishing a record program and advise local 
governments on the management of their records. 


EXTENSION Library extension is an important function of the 
SERVICES state library. It should include advisory and tech- 

nical assistance to librarians, library authorities, 
and state institutions, and the establishment of standards for library devel- 
ment. The state library must take the initiative in promoting state-wide 
library planning and the development of all programs that result in im- 
proved facilities and services for all citizens of the state. The state li- 
brary should stimulate cooperative and coordinating extension types of 
library service. The state library should assist all other authorities, 
state and local, in assuming their full responsibility for library services. 
The state must recognize its responsibility to provide supplemental dibrary 
services or financial assistance, or both. Such supplemental aid for public 
libraries should be administered by the state library; for school libraries, 
by the department of education. 


HISTORICAL It is a major responsibility of the state library 
LIBRARY SERVICES to collect, preserve and service materials rela- 

ting to the state, its people, and its history, and 
to encourage and cooperate with other libraries and historical societies 
in the preservation of their own local historical materials. A publication 
program in this area of service is desirable. This sphere of activity does 





not include a responsibility for the historical museum functions of a state. 


The historian and research worker are best served when these ma- 
terials in libraries are professionally administered. 


LAW LIBRARY A state library ageney includes the legal libra- 
SERVICES ry facilities of a state government to serve all 

branches of the government: executive, judicial, 
and legislative. The duties of this area of state librafy services embrace 
legal reference and research, assistance to government agencies, fur- 
nishing of information of the state's laws and government to other states, 
preparation of bibliographies on legal subjects of current interest to the 
government, advisory services to other law libraries, and consultation 
with statutory editing or revising committee. 


LEGISLATIVE REFER- Legislative reference is a state library function. 
ENCE SERVICES This embraces reference, researchand technical 

assistance to the legislature and other agencies 
of the government. Legislative policy matters are not the concern of the 
library. Duties also include the preparation of bibliographies and book 
lists on subjects of legislative interest, maintenance of a full file and his- 
tory of all legislative measures, summarization of the legislation of other 
states on specific subjects, cooperating with and assisting the legislative 
council and interim legislative committees or commissions. 


The state library may well have primary responsibility for issuing a 
legislative manual, handbook or directory, but in any case, should coop- 
erate in the preparation of such publications. 


OTHER STATE There are special services in state libraries that 
LIBRARY SERVICES are geared to particularized aims. Examples 

are services to the blind and services pertaining 
to recorded and filmed materials including projected books. The state 
should recognize its financial responsibility to provide library services 
for the blind or other handicapped persons, preferably through its own 
state library or if necessary, through another designated library. 


The state library's service to non-educational state institutions may 
be placed in this category. Acknowledgment of the obligation of the state 
and its library for service to state hospitals, orphanages, training schools, 
reformatories and prisons must not be overlooked. 


PUBLIC DOCUMENTS The collection, servicing, distribution and ex- 
SERVICES change of state documents is the responsibility 

of the state library. Of equal importance is the 
collection and servicing of Federal documents. Collection and servicing 

















of the documents of local governmental jurisdictions, semi-public and non- 
governmental bodies, are best performed in the state library. The state 
library issues a checklist of its state's documents and is the official state 
depository for all official publication and reports of any nature. If possi- 
ble, the library should be a full Federal depository library and it should 
secure those Federal publications not issued by the Government Printing 
Office. The state library participates in the cooperative cataloging pro- 
gram of the Library of Congress, providing copy for printed catalog cards 
for the documents published by the state. 


The state librarytakes such actionas maybe necessary to provide the 
Library of Congress with copies of all state publications for the use of the 
state's delegation inthe Congress, for the use of Federal government agen- 
cies, and for listing in the MONTHLY CHECKLIST OF STATE PUBLICA- 
TIONS. 
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STATE AUTHOR HEADINGS 


The American Library Association, Chicago, announces the publica- 
tion of two additions to its list of state author headings. Author Headings 
for the Official Publications of the State of Oklahomia* compiled by Rose 
F. Cramer and revised and extended by Carolyn C. Mohr was published 
November 17. Author Headings for the Official Publications of the State of 
Wisconsin** by Ruth L. Jackson was published November 29. 














Each book lists official agencies established by law. or executive order 
in the state covered. The Oklahoma list includes official'agencies :of the 
Oklahoma Territory during the years 1890'to 1907, and those of the state 
government from November 16, 1907 to the close of the regular session of 
the 24th legislature in 1953. The Wisconsin list includes official agencies 
of the statefrom its inception asa territoryin 1836 through December 195l. 


Complete entry in each book consists of the author heading in its latest 
form, authority for establishment, a chronological record of name changes, 
transfer of duties, mergers or abolition of agencies with the authority there- 
for, and citations of varying forms of names encountered. Headings are 
arranged in one alphabetical list in each book. Each contains abundant 
cross references from key words and names to the headings used.

TEXAS HISTORY 





REPORT OF THE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE 
TEXAS STATE SENATE, 4TH Legislature 
1852 


Mr. Merriman made the following report: 
To the President of the Senate: 


The Judiciary committee, to whom was referred the resolution re- 
quiring said committee to investigate the expediency of repealing all laws 
for the collection of debts hereafter contracted in this State, and to report 
the result of their investigation to the Senate, have had the same under 
consideration, and find the subject matter thereof very subtle, exceedingly 
metaphysical and troublesome of solution. The brief time given your com- 
mittee, at this late period of the session, to investigate the question, a- 
mounts to a prohibition of demonstrative conclusions, unless, as our Chair- 
mran beautifully expressed himself, each member of the-committee could 
save all of his thoughts at dinner, and dreams at night, upon the subject, 
and string them on a stick as a boy strings cat-fish, and present them in 
a pile to the Senate. 


Difficult as the task has been, your committee have endeavored to dive 
beneath the submarine depths, and soar above the heaven-kissing heights 
of the vast problem contained in the resolution. They have endeavored to 
extract the intumescent efflorescence of the resolution, and by Artesian 
thought, to strike the fountain of rejuvenescence embowelled in the pri- 
mary strata on which the dubious syllogism is based. If the language of 
the resolution had been left unencumbered by the amendment, the good that 
would have resulted to the State from a law comprehending its provisions, 
would have been apparent to all. A heavy and onerous debt which has at- 
tached itself to individuals by divers ways and means, connected with the 
fall of cotton and the rise of putty, would have been wiped out by an artis- 
tic act of a single section, and the elevated heads of depressed and down- 
trodden debtors would have turned to the capitol, and blessed the framer 
of the resolution that called forth a law to burst their shackles. Alas! for 
human good, the amendment cuts off this fruitful source of enquiry, and 
sends your committee afloat on a sea of incertitude, withuntried perils 
booming up in the distance, without a chart to distinguish the channel from 
the rocks and quicksands. The earlier, and perhaps the only law analogous 
to the one asked for by the resolution, was enacted by Captain Moses,a sort 
of military justice of the peace and law-maker for a people called Israel- 
ites, who had borrowed, and otherwise obtained, froma people called Egypt- 
ians, a large amount of jewelry on a credit; and by virtue of this law, they 














never did pay for it, as will be seen by several cases tried where this law 
was given in evidence under the general issue, and sustained by the court. 
Your committee found this law and the dicisions under it, in the first vol- 
ume of Moses' Reports, printeda few years prior tothe revolutionof Texas, 
and to which they refer the Senate for further particulars. 


In pressing the enquiry to ascertain the results of such a law on the 
future destinies of Texas, your committee have gone chronologically back 
to the time when Adam and Eve formed a co-partnership in the fruit trade, 
and Cain and Abel were only shirt-tail boys running at large in the garden 
of Eden. The few remaining records of the time show, conclusively, that 
no law then existed to enforce the collection of debts, and the people were 
hugely happy. Before the battle of San Jacinto, there existed a Republic 
called Sparta, where the collection of debts could not be enforced by the 
courts, although money was plenty but difficult to make small change, ex- 
cept at the blacksmith's. If, in the opinion of the Senate, an evil exists 
in the frequent enforcement of laws for the collection of debts, then, by 
adopting the Spartan coin and standard of value for the pigeon-roos: cur- 
rency now afloat, and making it a legal tender, the same result will be ob- 
tainec that would follow the repeal of the laws named in the resolution. 
Such are the investigations of your committee, which they have instructed 
me to report back to the Senate for their consideration.

REGIONAL LIBRARY SERVICE 
IN GEORGIA 


On June 1, 1954 the libraries of three Georgia counties unified cer- 
tain functions and services of their several libraries and began 
operating as a regional library. Following are the constitution 
and the contract of the new organization. 


REGIONAL LIBRARY 


Constitution of the Barrow, Jackson and Walton 
(Name to be decided) Regional Library. 


Article L 


This organization shall be known as the Barrow, Jackson and Walton 
Regional Library with headquarters in the Mathews School Building, Barrow 
County, Winder, Georgia. 


Article Il 
Object 


The object shall be the furnishing of a complete library service to all 
the people of this region under the terms and regulations set forth by the 
State of Georgia governing public libraries. 


Article III 
Governing Body 


The governing body shall bea Regional Library Boardof nine members, 
cemposed of three representatives from each participating county. The 
representatives from each county shall be appointed by the participating 
agencies within that county. For the first year the term of office for all 
Board members shall be as designated in the Regional Library Service 
Agreement, After the first year all new members of the Board shall be 
appointed for a three-year term. 


The Executive Board of the Regional Library Board shall be composed 
of the Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Secretary, chosen so that each par- 
ticipating county may be represented.

By-Laws of the Regional Library 


Regional Library Board of the Barrow, Jackson and Walton Re- 


gional Library adopts the following by-laws governing the administration 
of the Regional Library. 


Meetings 


(a) There shall be not less than two regular meetings of the Regional 


Library. Board during each twelve months period. These meet- 
ings shall be heldalternately in Barrow, Jackson and Walton Coun: 
ties on the first Thursday of May and December at three o'clock 
P.M. Five members present shall constitute a quorum. 


There shall be not less than four regular meetings of the Exe- 
cutive Board of the Regional Library Board during each twelve 
months period. These meetings shall be heid aiternately in Bar- 
row, Jackson and Walton Counties on the first Thursday of May, 
September, December and March at two o'clock P.M. Three 
members present shall constitute a quorum. 


Special meetings shall be called by the chairman.

Duties of the Regional Library Board 


The Regional Library Board shall define the general policies of 
the Regional Library, and shall pass necessary rules and regu- 
lations for the government and control of same. They shall em- 
ploy a Regional Director who meets state requirements and they 
shall employ and dismiss all other staff members upon recom- 
mendation of the Regional Director. The Regional Director and 
other State-paid personnel must meet requirements as set by the 
State Department of Education. 


Authority for the technical administration and supervision of the 
Regional Library shall be vested in the Regional Director. 


The Regional Library Board may accept and receive donations 
either in money, land, or property for the purpose of improving 
or maintaining the Regional Library. 


The Treasurer of the Regional Library Board shall pay all bills 
which have been approved by the Director. 
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(e) Business relating to the support and progress of the Regional Li- 


brary shall be referred to the Regional Library Board by each 
County Library Board in the region following the meeting of each 
County Library Board.

Officers 


The officers of the Regional Library Board shall be Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and Secretary, who shall be elected annually from 
its own members, The Board, ifitsodesires, may elect a treasur- 
er who is not a member of the Board. 


The Chairman shall preside at Board meetings, appoint committees, 
and perform such other duties as generally pertain to that office. 


The Vice-Chairman shall preside and perform the duties of the 
Chairman in the absence of the Chairman. 


The Secretary shall keep a record of attendance at Regional Li- 
brary Board meetings, record the official actions of the Board, 
and have the custedy of its official books, which shall be housed 
in the Regional Library headquarters. He shall also notify the 
proper appointing powers of vacancies which may occur on the 
Regional Library Board. He shall also report changes of mem- 
bership to the State Department of Education. The Secretary shall 
send a report of all meetings to-all participating agencies. 


The Treasurer of the Regional Library Board shall receive all 
moneys for the Board and deposit same to the account of the Re- 
gional Library in the Bank, in 
Georgia. 








Allchecks shall bear the signature of the Treasurer of the regional 
Library Board.

Duties of Regional Library Director

The Regional Library Board: 








The management and operation of regional library services shall be 
entrusted to the Regional Library Board, which board shall conform to the 
laws of the State of Georgia governing public libraries. 


The Regional Library Board shall be composed of three representa- 
tives from each of the participating counties. 


(3) 


The Treasurer - Qualifications, etc:.: 





The Treasurer of the Regional Library Board shall qualify by giving 
bond in suchan amount as may be prescribed by the Board or by the State 
Department of Education which bond shall be conditioned to safely account 
for all funds received by such Treasurer. 


(4) 


Term of Membership - Vacancies, etc.: 








The Regional Library Board shall operate :officially on a fiscal year 
basis, to run concurrently with the school year, that is to begin July l, 
and end June 30, in each year. 


The term of membership for the members of the Regional Library 
Board first appointed shall expire as follows:

The term of membership for each member of the Board after the ini- 
tial term as above provided shall be three years. All members shall hold 
membership for the term appointed, and until their successors are named. 
The members may hold membership for successive terms. In case of a 
vacancy, the member appointed by the County Library Board of the county 
to fill such vacancy shall hold membership for the remainder of the term 
of such vacating member. Any member failing to attend two successive 
meetings of the board without valid excuse (sickness or business) shall 
forfeit membership on the board. 


(5) 


Employees: 





The Regional Library Board shall employ: 


(1) A Director, whose certification and credentials shall be approved 
by the Division of Instructional Materials and Library Service of the State 
Department of Education and who shall be responsible to the Board for the 
administration of the library, and whose base salary and travel shall be 
paid by the State according to certification and years of experience. 


(2) An Assistant Director, Orders and Catalog Librarian, and/or 
Bookmobile Librarian as entitled to as State-paid staff members, and e- 
lected upon the recommendation of the Director. Credentials and certifi- 
cation of these staff members shall be approved by the Division of Instruct- 
ional Materials and Library Service of the State Department of Education. 


(3) Other staff members as needed, and upon recommendation of the 
Director. 


The Regional Library Board shall also have the power to dismiss staff 
members upon the recommendation of the Regional Library Director. 

















Headquarters: 





The headquarters for the Regional Library Service shall be located at 
The Mathews School Building in Barrow County, Winder, Georgia. All 
books of the Regional Library shall be interchangeable throughout the area 
to be served, which shall embrace Barrow, Jackson and Walton Counties, 
by means of bookmobile delivery, branch libraries, deposit stations dnd 
other such types of service as those responsible for the service may de- 
termine to be necessary for the community needs. 


(7) 


The Bookmobile: 





The bookmobile to be used in the Regional Library Service will be 
furnished by Barrow, Jackson, and Walton Counties, but the maintenance, 
repairs and operating expenses for said bookmobile are to be paidfrom 
the Regional Library fund. The Regional Library Board shall set aside 
from its funds an annual reserve of $300.00 to be used for the purpose of 
replacing said bookmobile, when the Board shall determine that same shall 
be replaced. 


(8) 


Termination: 





This agreement shall continue in effect from year to year unless ter- 
minated by withdrawal of State Department of Education from its partici- 
pation in Regional Library Service. Any participating agency may with- 
draw by giving a written notice to Regional Library Board of its intention 
to withdraw from service, which notice must be given at least six months 
prior to July l. 


(9) 


Disposition of Books and Properties Upon Termination: 





Upon termination of this agreement, all books purchased with Regional 
Library Funds will be returned to the State Department of Education, and 
all books purchased with county rural library funds, provided county-wide 
service is rendered, and/or school matching funds spent through the Re- 
gional Headquaters, will be returned to each county in accordance with 
its state allotment. Normal wear and tear or losses of books will be taken 
into consideration in determining the number of books to be returned to the 











State and each participating county. 


(10) 


Cooperation: 





Each of the participating Counties hereto agree to act by June 15, 1954 
in namingits three representatives to serve on the Regional Library Board, 
and to cooperate in helping the Board to render the service for which it 
was organized.

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OUR COUNTY LIBRARIES 





THE EDWARDS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Formerly called the Clay County 
Library, the Edwards Public Library 
in Henrietta serves and is supported 
largely by the county. 


The library was renamed in 1953 
after the Edwards family provided 
funds for the library building which 
has invigorated library service in the county. Dr. A. 
B. Edwards has been named a life member of the nine- 
manexecutive board which governs the library. County 
Judge Ed Williams is an ex officiomember of the board, 
and Mrs. R. M. Gates is chairman. The Clay County 
Federation of Women's Clubs sponsors the library and 
provides money for the book budget through fund raising 
campaigns. 


The library works closely with the schools through- 
out the county by providing "traveling libraries" on se- 
lected subjects. The schools are allowed to borrow 25 books for 90 days 
for supplemental reading. The library also keeps a well supplied book- 
cart at the county hospital. 


Increasing in popularity at the Edwards Public Library as in other li- 
braries is the memorial plan which enables donors to present books or 
money gifts in memory of deceased friends and relatives. Book plates 
bearing the names of the honored and donors are placed in each gift book. 
The library maintains a list of desirable books for those donors who wish 
to do their own selecting. 


The library serves the county's population of 9,896, which is spread 
over 1101 square miles, with 5,500 books, 25 current magazines, and 4 
newspapers. Due to the low population density, the library makes every 
effort to serve persons as members of groups - thus getting more "mile- 
age'' from the materials available. Civic, church, and social groups in 
the county's various communities are given special assistance and loans of 
material. Of course, every effort is also made to satisfy individual needs.

This will be the Houston 
Public Library's seventh branch.

1800 books.
